Was It Useless? 


"a FTER perusing the proposals of the government 
4. in the amendment of the Bank Act, one is left 
wondering whether the Royal Commission on Banking 
and Finance performed a useful service, or was just 
another of those commissions on which a great deal 
of public money is needlessly spent, and a great 
number of man hours by highly talented persons has 
gone practicaly to waste. 

Only a small fraction of the recommendations 
made by the commission, which held hearings from 
one side of the country to the other over a period of 
about two ra, have been accepted by Mr. Gordon. 

One of these—the right to allow the chartered 
hanks to lend money on the strength of real estate 
or other property—was s0 obviously required that it 
did not take a Royal Commission to prove it. 

Against that the finance minister has turned 
thumbs down on a general lifting of the 6 per cent 
interest ceiling. which the banks-so badly wanted to 
he removed. He has frowned upon other recommen- 
dations regarding the trust. companies and the finance 
companies which would have brought them under the 
aegis of the Bank Act. 

Indeed the new Bank Act is probably one that 
would have been produced without any reference to 
the commission report—and largely that is probably 
how it was devised. 

The move to shut out the provinces from acquir- | 
ing an interest in any of the chartered banks was not 
unexpected. . This was a matter of jurisdiction, and 
although the federal authorides have surrendered 
much power to the provinces—notably Quebec—the 
central government has apparently no intention of 
allowing its complete control over the banking system 
to be whittled away. 

Despite this setback, Premier Bennett says the | 
application by hix government for a charter for the 
Rank of British Columbia will be renewed, and that 
he will continue to insist that Ottawa has no right to 
interfere with the province's desire to sponsor and 
take part ownership in a chartered bank that would 
be aimed chiefly to serve its own province. 

The chartered banks, while not entirely happy 
about the Bank Act changes, have at least suffered 
no grievous setback, and the new right to make loans 
at the going mortgage rate will be of great amzistance 
to the banks in making more generous loans to their 
husiness customers who have little elze but plant and 
equipment to put up as collateral,

TAINTED LAWN MOWINGA (E.G., 
Sidney) — It is unwise to use lawn 
mowingz from a lawn recently treated 
with 2,4-D weedkiller as a mulch around 
garden plants. In some formulations, 
this chemical can be very volatile and 
the weedkiller fumes arising from the 
Mowings in the heat of the sun can 
damage the plants. I have seen tomato 
Plants ruined im this way, as tomatoes 
are extremely susceptible to 24D 
fumes.

The failure of blossoms to set fruit, 
which is called “dry set,” is usually 
due to atmospheric or weather con 
ditions; for instance, it is unlikely that 
fruit will set when the temperature 
ia lower than 45 degrees, or in very dry 
weather. Tomatoes will often abort their 
blossoms, too, when the plants are 
in a state of shock from a recent 
transplanting.

A few miles from Aberyswith, Wales, in the valley of the Nantes, lies Nanteos, one of the stately hemi 


wf Britain. The estate is the family seat of the Powells of Nantees. 
The vast Georgian mansion sits amid 5,000 acres. Behind are rising hills lifting towards Welsh moum 


Sains. In the distance is the Bay ef Cardigan. Around the beautiful eld home great lawns stretch towards large 
stables. Ornate old carriages, from bygone days, tie disused within a courtyard. A pure bronse horse stands 


astride the portels ef a paddock. 


Nanteos is much the same as it was 
two hundred years age. There have been, 
however, great changes in the Powell fam- 
ly. Inside the hallway, at the main en- 
trance, is a large oak panel with the fam- 
fly coat-of-arms at the top. Below are 
the ramifications of the Powell family 
tree; the South African branch, the New 
Zealand branch and the Canadian branch.

Ing for water that bas stood in the cup overnight. 
Other letiers tell of cures after receiving the cup’s 
blessings.

disease rampant. The job was a challenge to his 
akilian and temperament and he entered it with 
enthusiasm. 

Powell managed to obtain better medica] and 
educational facilities for the tribes. while sup- 
pressing the activities of whisky pediars. He 
travelled througnoul the province by ship. horse 
and cance. fe performed many emergency 
operations. 

During his travels Powell was-asked by R. C. 
Selwyn. then heac of the Geological] Survey. to 
collect as many Indian artifacts as he could *'to 
illustrate the Alstory, manners and customs of 
the aboriginal! ndi:ns of Britist Columbia." 

“Such a rollection."" Selwyn wrote ‘would be 
extremely interesting and valuable and certainly 
should be found in any future Dominion State 
Museum of Natural History.’ 

In the summer of 1879 Powell collected %50 
artifacts, mostly of Haida and Tsimshian 
material, including weapons, implements, clothing 
and ornaments. The shipment, with many 
specimens from tw Nootka Indlans of the West 
Coast and 2) argylite ‘otem ples from the Queen 
Charlottes, reache. Ottawa that December. 

The shipment. now in the National Museum 
of Canada, {6 extremely valuable. It is called the 
Powell Collectica. 


In 1881, while travelling in HMS Rocket on am 
inspection trip with his friend Lt.-Cmdr. Vere 
Orlebar, the .oyal Naval vessel passed the moutly 
of a swift-ruming stream. It came from a long 
lake in the mountains. Oriebar named the lake 
and river after Powell. 


It was in the 1980s that Dr. Powell built Oal- 
dene, the family residence om Burdett Avenue. 
J. K. Nesbitt. has descrived its atmosphere in the 
Coleaist of Jan. 3, 198. 


“Centre @ geod ;olinca! talk and good musie 
tao, and talk of drama and hooks, medicine and 
fashion in Victevia’y long ago was Onkidene, 
gracious, hospitable home in the shade ef tower- 
ing oaks. in the midst of a ‘ine garden, where 
lived Dr. and Mrs. I. W. Powell and their talented 
sons and daughters.

The tiled-Moor 
conservatory is beautiful as ever. Gone, though, 
is the old hitching post which was just outside 
the gate. 

“Dr. Pewell had a wide, varied and, interest- 
ing career in Victoria. His wife. too. made much 
contributian, and without her organizing ability, 
unselfish devotion to so man: causes and willing- 
Ress to do good teeds.

“Every time I look the calendar 
reminds me,” Gertrude Detjen re- 
marked a few days ago, “‘that it 
is just 100 years since grand- 
father, Frederick Brent, with his 
sife and three-year-old son, Jo- 
seph, my father, came into the 
Okanagan.”

Frederick Brent was born in Germany, 
emigrated to the United States, served in 
the. Union Army during the Civil War 
and later in the U.S. cavalry through the 
Indian wars in 1857. While garrisoned at 
Fort Colville he married and, after dis- 
charge, crossed the border into Canada in 
1865.
